Wilde C. Martin, divorce and 
custody of children.” 
They were 
married/at Rushville on February 7 , 
188b, and 
separated 
October 
29, 
1911. Mrs. Martin charges cruel and 
inhuman treatment and cites various 
acts of her husband to support the 
charge. 
Acts of cruelty cited by Mrs. M ar­ 
tin are that her husband was quarrel-v 
some and abusive to his wife and the 
members of his family, cursed, struck 
and threatened to kill them. 
It is 
charged that 
Martin 
broke up the 
dishes, 
threatened to 
destroy the 
household property and at one time 
made a threat to poison his wife. 
Mrs. Martin charges that her hus­ 
band was drank almost continuously 
for the past six months and failed 
to do the work about the farm as a 
result. 
According to his wife’s com­ 
plaint Martin often kicked her and 
made life for lier almost unbearable. 
She says he often struck her with his 
fists and threatened to kill her. 
The complaint then cites the trou­ 
ble at the Martin home which resulted 
in Ii is arrest Sunday and the charge 
now against him. 
It states that on 
Sunday. October 29. lie threw a cup 
at his daughter, M iss Mary Martin, 
which struck her in the face and in­ 
flicted painful wounds.

To Uplift Rural Schools 


Charles A Greathouse, superinten­ 
dent of public instruction, has start­ 
ed on a plan to uplift the 
country 
schools of Indiana. 
Ile expects to 
visit thirty counties in the State in 
order to gather data for an elaborate 
program of rejuvination of the rural 
schools of Hoosierdom. 
The superintendent intends to use 
the data gathered in impressing upon 
1913 Legislature the 
backwardness 
of Indiana In regard to the develop­ 
ment of its rural schools. 
In some 
communities, the superintendent says, 
the schools continue in 
session 
but 
five months and lie believes that such 
a system should be changed radically. 
He will study tile teaching, structure 
of the buildings and general condi­ 
tions surounding each of the typi­ 
cal schools and will compile tabula­ 
tions of the facts he finds apparent. 
“Indiana 
has 
boasted 
of Jaer 
school system 
fo r 
a 
good 
many 
years,” -aid Mr. Greathouse, 
“aud 
she h a s boasted justly iii most in­ 
stance-. 
But she can not hope to 
hold the position that paetiealJy all 
educational interests of the country 
accede to her now if she continues to 
allow the rural -choel system to ex­ 
ist as it does today.” 
Mr. Greathouse 
has 
ju st 
issued 
from his office the first bulletin on in­ 
dustrial education, in line 
with 
his 
expressed intention some time ago to 
lay emphasis upon theintroduetion of 
in d u stria l 
education 
in 
a* 
many 
s c h o o ls of the state as possible. The 
bulletin follow s: 
The demand for industrial educa­ 
tion is surely abroad in the land. The 
need of -killed labor, the helplessness 
of young people 
when 
confronted 


with problems calling for actual con­ 
struction and manipulation of ma­ 
terials, the lack of wholesome re­ 
spect for labor, the failure 
in. the 
schools, of so large a per cent, of 
those who are taking purely academic 
work— these and many other causes 
have brought about the consideration 
o f introducing m anual and domestic 
arts into the 
schools, 
either 
as 
c o u r se s of study in the curricula or 
as separate trade 
and 
vocational 
schools. 
While tile United States may well 
boast of her splendid free school sy s­ 
tem, equaled by no other nation in 
the world, yet in point of industrial 
education this country is not only 
equaled by others, but in many in­ 
stances excelled. 
True, some states have undertaken 
this work with great energy and en­ 
thusiasm. 
Appropriations have been 
made and committees of 
educators 
closely iii touch with school problems, 
working iii conjuncts n with m anu­ 
facturers and other 
busine - 
men 
have .investigated m atters and fu r­ 
nished complete and reliable report* 
upon actual conditions and the vital 
necessity for more industrial educa­ 
tion. 
But the great work has been ac­ 
complished, always, when the citi­ 
zens in general have been aroused to 
the value of and great need for in­ 
d ict rial work in the schools. 
Tn Indiana, while industrial educa­ 
tion has reached the cities and some 
of the smaller town*, in the district 
and rural schools it is still an open 
question, while in many of the places 
where it has been introduced the ex­ 
perimental stage is very much in evi-

glimpse of the statue of Lincoln, said: 
“ But this is far and aw ay the best 
thing you have ever done 
All Ameri­ 
cans will be interested in It, and it 
must not remain bidden here in a lum ­ 
ber room.” 
The statue was sent to Paris for re­ 
production in bronze. Presently Colonel 
Watterson, the biographer of Lincoln, 
Van W art and Heed, went to see the 
first bronze. The first sight the ven­ 
erable colonel had of the statue pulled 
him up sharp. Ile looked at it intently 
and removed his hat. Ile turned to the 
sculptor and said: 
“I do not understand how you have 
been able to do it. 
I cannot under­ 
stand how it was possible for you or 
any other man. Rut I know the shape 
of Abraham Lincoln’s head. I remem ­ 
ber every lineament of bis face, and 
when lie was a boy Lincoln was that.” 
Sir Van W art decided to present the 
statue 
to 
Colonel 
W atterson. 
The 
colonel accepted gratefully, on condi­ 
tion that it should go to the city of 
Louisville afte r his death.

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Governor Says Report of Such Action 


Is Ridiculous. 


Indianapolis, Nov. I. — In response 
to a num ber of inquiries concerning a 
report that a special session of the 
general assembly was being consid 
ered to provide some m eans of meet 
ing the financial condition in the state 
government, Governor 
Marshall 
de-' 
nounced as ridiculous the report that 
such 
a session 
was 
being contem ­ 
plated. 
"W e have to acknowledge that the 
state is in rath er straightened circum­ 
stances," said the governor. 
"That 
has been known for some time. 
It 
comes from our trying to adjust our 
expenditures 
to 
our 
income. 
The 
state, however, is not confronted by 
any such condition as to make neces­ 
sary a calling of the general assem ­ 
bly, at a cost of $125,000. 
"The state board of finance, com­ 
posed of myself, the auditor and the 
treasurer of state, has a plan worked 
out by which we can carry the state 
through the w inter and spring, when 
the June settlem ent with the county 
treasurers will be available. 
This, 
with the reduced appropriations by 
the recent general assembly, will not 
only put us in good condition financial­ 
ly, but will enable us to pay, I now ap­ 
proximate. $250,000 of the state debt 
next year." 
Tho governor said the December set­ 
tlem ent would carry the state nicely 
into the next calendar year. 
By April, 
he said, the state board would be able 
to call for advances on the June pay­ 
ment. 
He expected, he said, to be 
able to carry on the state's business 
after June next year without further 
advances from the county treasuries, 
because of the reduced appropriations 
and the increased appraisem ent of 
taxables.

For the First Time the State Board of 
Health Is Able to Make Comparison 
cf Figures For the Ten-Year Period, 
and the Showing Is Ore Upon Which 
the Board Congratulates Itself as 
Indicative of Progress. 


Indianapolis, Nov. I.—For the first 
time since its organization, the state 
board of health is able to present a 
table of death statistics for Indiana 
for a period of ten years, with aver­ 
ages for the various contagious dis­ 
eases with which the board has been 
dealing since it took up the problem 
of disease prevention. Dr. J. N. Hurty, 
secretary of the board, say settle tables 
are the most valuable the board has 
Collected. 
He says a survey of a de­ 
cade gives the public health official a 
sufficient grasp on conditions-to enable 
him to see w hether he’ is making 
progress. 
Dr. H urty says the figures show a 
marked advance in the work of the 
board. 
The ravages by various dis­ 
eases have been decreased in some in­ 
stances, and in others they have been 
prevented from increasing. 
The rates 
of deaths for various diseases have 
been decreased in some instances, and 
in virtually all instances have been 
kept from increasing. 
Dr. H urty con­ 
tends that the board's ability to pre­ 
vent an increase in the rate, with the 
Increase in population in the cities, 
and the consequent congestion of pop­ 
ulation, and the pollution of streams 
Is a sign of successful operation. 
Tuberculosis caused a greater num­ 
ber of deaths than any other disease 
during the ten-year period covered by 
the table, which is from 1901 to 1910, 
both inclusive. 
More than 45,000 per­ 
sons died from this disease in that 
time. 
Diarrheal diseases came next, 
with a total of more than 17,000. The 
long dreaded disease, smallpox, killed 
fewer than 500 persons. 
The average death rate for the en­ 
tire state for the ten years was 13.6 
to each 100,000 population. 
The rate 
for cities of 5,000 population or more 
was 15.4, and the rural rate. 12.9. Dur­ 
ing the period. 360,016 deaths were re­ 
ported to the state board. 
The month 
of March claimed the greatest num ber 
of victims on an average for the ten 
years, the average for th at month be­ 
ing 3,599. 
The lowest average was 
for June, when the average was 2,747.

Justice Newburger sus­ 
tained the defendants’ dem urrer, stat­ 
ing th at there is nothing in the resolu­ 
tion in question which referred to him 
as an individual, but only to the union 
of which he was an officer.

Bushels of Wheat Consumed— 


Spontaneous Combustion. 


The old Stone Quarry Mills, locat­ 
ed two and one-half miles northeast 
of Spiceland, one of the oldest and 
best known 
landmarks of 
Henry 
county, burned to the 
ground early 
yesterday morning, 
with a probable 
loss of $10,000. 
No insurance was 
carried on the mill or its contents. 
The mill was built about fifty years 
ago and was one of the few water 
power mills remaining in this part 
of the country. 
For some time it 
had been owned by William Hodson, 
living about one mile east of the mill, 
and had been under the management 
of Bert Reece, who lives on the farm 
adjoining the# mill. 
The mill was run 
by a turbine style wheel and had a 
capacity o f 
thirty-five 
barrels 
of 
flour a day. 


In the mill 
were 
about 
35,000 
pounds o f flour and 5,000 bushels of 
wheat, all o f which is a total loss. 
The fire was undoubtedly caused by 
spontaneous combustion. 
The Stone Quarry Mills stood on a 
beautiful site on Blue River and has 
long been the mecca of picnic and 
camping parties from that part of 
Henry county, there being beautiful 
grounds in connection. 
Located as it 
was, it was a great help to the farm ­ 
ers for miles 
around 
and a very 
profitable business was carried on by 
the owners. 
It is probable that the mill will be 
rebuilt, although no definite plans 
have been made.
